Soviot broadcasters rosort to an 
prosperous conditions in tho North and tho odious situation in tho South—in 
thoir briof roforonccs to Korea, Alexandrov usos this contrast in a 
commontary grouping North Koroans in tho car.p of ppaoo-lovorsj. and Smolensky 
uses tho samo dovico in analyzing tho "failuro" of "South Korean puppets" 
to socuro U.IT. membership. Tho familiar contrast is also tho ossonoo of a 
commontary by Bronin which oxclaims ever tho industrial progress of North 
Korea,

Radio Pyongyang oontinuos its familiar exhortations to Koroans to "drivo out" 
tho Amoricans and Syngnan Rhoo and to incroaso'production for May lay. It 
intorsporsos thoso familiar harangues with oomontarioe expounding tho Soyiot 
lino on suoh non-Koroan topics as Tito, tho Atlantio Pact, tho Marshall Plan, 
Indonosia, bourgoois cosmopolitanism, tho campaign for world poaco, and 
Gonoralisaimo IVanco. A 15 April discussion of tho poaco negotiations in 
China goes farther than Mosoow, howovor, in accusing tho Kuomintang of 
hypocrisy—along tho linos adoptod by NEW CHINA NEWS AGENCY and Radio Poiping. 

Pyongyang observes tho annivoreary of tho Joint Political Conforonoo of April 
1948 in a 19 April commentary which briofly roviowa North Koroa’s historic 
progress sinco that Conforonoo and acknowledges tho significance of tho 
rooohtly-oonoludod agroomonts. with tho USSR, 
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Radlo Pyongyang now include b in its rogular transmissions a "Lottor Hour" in 
which Worth Koroana addross thoir frlords in South Korea to remind thorn that 
"it will not ho lory: now hoforo wo moot a rain."
